“In 180 Mrs, Keith Spalding, encour- 
aged by these successes, bought a forty 
acre tract of land and made a contribu- 
tion to provide for the beginning of the 
Edward Sanatorium at Naperille, II. 
This sanatorium furnished the inspira- 
tion for Chicago's great Municipal Tuber- 
culosis sanitarium. 

“Im 1907 the Chicage Tubéroulogia m- 
stitute, through the cotperation of Olivet 
institute, opened sts first digpeneary on 
Em street, with a staff of attending phyei- 
cians and nurses. Gieat numbers of ap- 
plicamts proved the prevalence of the dis- 
ease and the eagerness of the people to 
get help The successes here led to re- 
doubled efforts to give dispensary ad- 
vantages to other neighborhoods, By the 
end of 1908 the number of clinics had 
increased to eight. . 


Aid from Legislature. 
Dr. Henry B. Favill became president 
of the institute in 1907 and in 1908 he and 
his board selected Frank E. Wing as 
superintendent. The medical and nursing 
staff was increased and Miss Edna L. 
Foley, now superintendent of the Visiting 
Nurse association, became superintend- 
ent of nurses. 
In 1908 the Illinois legislature enacted 
the Glackin law enabling cities and vil- 
lages to establish municipal tuberculosis 
sanitariums. Through its clinics the 
Tuberculosis institute was in touch with 
hundreds of people needing institutional 
care. On the passage of the Glackin law 
this body organized a campaign to give 
Chicago its advantages. 
“The inadequacy and horrors of poor - 
house care for consumptives became daily 
more abhorrent to the people of Chicago. 
With convictions born of first hand con- 
tact with thousands of suffering consump- 
tives the institute went into a campaign 
to, arouse the people. At the April elec-
